STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW

This Statement is filed to summarize telephonic interviews conducted between 
the Examiner and Applicants' representative on or about September 20, 2007, September 21, 
2007 and October 2, 2007. 

On September 20, 2007, the Examiner contacted Applicants' undersigned 
attorney and advised that as a result of a pre-appeal conference, all claims would be allowed if 
Applicants agree to several proposed changes to the claims. On September 21, 2007, Applicants' 
attorney advised the Examiner that the proposed changes are acceptable.
